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HOUSING 


36  of  the  families  living  in  converted  hutments  were  re-housed  during  the 
course  of  the: year.  At  the  end  of  the  year  68  families  remained  in  this 
accommodation^ 

The  number  of  Class  V  properties  remaining  was  173,  a  reduction  of  11  in 
the  course  of  the  year. 

The  Council  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  their 
proposals  for  Slum  Clearance  required  under  the  Housing  Repair  and  Rents  Act, 1954. 

To  carry  out  these  proposals  it  will  be  necessary  to  deal  with  the  remaining 
Category  V  houses  at  the  rate  of  35  per  year  over  the  next  5  years. 

77  houses  were  completed  in  the  course  of  the  year  and  34  Council  Houses 
were  completed  -  making  a  total  of  1,189. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Sewage  disposal  works  are  in  operation  at  Tiptree  and  Dedham.  The  new  beds 
at  the  former  works  have  now  settled  down  and  a  satisfactory  effluent  is  being 
produced. 

At  Dedham  the  plant  is  still  producing  an  unsatisfactory  effluent  and  will 
continue  to  do  so  until  alterations  and  extensions  have  been  made. 

The  Parishes  of  East  Donyland  and  East  Stanway  are  also  sewered.  In  each  of 
these  two  cases  the  sewage  is  discharged  into  the  sewers  of  the  Colchester 
Corporation. 

Three  Airfields  are  still  in  use,  each  with  its  own  small  sewage  disposal 
plant.  These  are  at  Wormingford,  Birch  and  Wakes  Colne.  Other  small  plants 
are  situated  at  the  Council’s  housing  sites  in  the  Parishes  of  Boxted,  Birch, 
Fingringhoe,  Peldon  and  West  Bergholt. 

Work  has  now  started  on  the  sewerage  scheme  in  the  Parish  of  West  Bergholt. 

The  number  of  connections  made  during  the  year  was  -  55. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 


Food  shops,  bakeries  and  other  places  where  food  is  prepared  have  been 
inspected  at  regular  intervals.  Samples  of  ice-cream  sold  in  the  district 
have  been  taken  at  intervals  for  examination  for  bacterial  content. 

The  weight  of  unsound  food  condemned  during  the  year,  exclusive  of  offal, 
was  938  lbs.
